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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than.one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

1 . Claim 40-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pare et 
al(US 5,805,719). 

Claim 40: Pare's patent disclose identification tag for managing the distribution 
wherein identification tag stores an extension ID code including the ID code of the 
material object in (fig. 5). Pare's patent discloses attribute information and the message 
authentication code for material object in (fig. 5, 7). Pare disclose legitimacy of extension 
ID code can be checked by use of a database storing ID code,attribute information, 
message authentication code in (fig. 5 and col.28, lines 32-42). Pare discloses a key for 
verifying message authentication code by relating ID code.attribute information, message 
authentication code and key to each other in (col. 59, lines 33-58). 

Claim 41: Pare discloses extension ID code includes class information for 
controlling the assignment of ID code and attribute information in (col. 45, lines 7-49). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-39 are allowed. 

Claims 1 ,1 1 ,21 ,28,32,39: Prior art of record does not teach order receiving ID 
code registration request including extension ID code is sent to ID code management 
terminal from ID code order receiving terminal, extension ID code is registered in a 
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database of ID code management terminal as already registered and a produced ID 
code registration request including extension ID code stored in produced identification 
tag is sent from production factory terminal to ID code management terminal, 
identification tag storing extension ID code is registered in database of ID code 
management terminal. 

Claim 34: Prior art of record does not teach retrieving from a database the 
information corresponding to extension ID code acquired in ID code read means and 
performing a process determined in accordance with information, in the case where the 
instruction received in instruction input means is an information read instruction and 
retrieving extension ID code corresponding to the information of identification tag from 
database and transmitting an invalid ID code registration request including extension ID 
code to the ID code management terminal. 

Claims 2-10,12-20,22-27,29-31 ,33,35-38 are allowed because of dependency. 

Claim 42 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
